ALBANY — The body of 
an Albany man, found float- 
ing in San Pablo Bay, has 
led to the arrests of four 
persons for possession of 
narcotics and weapons and 
other charges. - 

The body of Lawrence 
James Brown, 34, of 1144 
Key Route Blvd., was reco- 
vered by the Coast Guard at 
4:40 p.m. Saturday. 

Both of his hands had been 
cut off and the body was 
wrapped in canvas and tied 
toa chain with an anchor for 
weighting it down. 

en police went to the 
Brown address investigat- 
ing the murder they disco- 
vered the violations and ar- 
rested Michael Robert 
Lewis, 35, Anna Marie 
Hubbs, 28, Edward George 
Resetz, 27, and Nathan 
Dewey Murphy, 28. 

All were booked at Albany 
City Jail for possessing 
drugs and having drugs for 
sale. Resetz and Murphy 
were also charged with pos- 
sessing loaded and con- 
cealed weapons.

Albany approves Santa Fe 
right-of-way abandonment 


ALBANY — The City of giving-away of the right- resolution. 


Albany’s endorsement of 
Santa Fe Railway’s applica- 
tion to abandon its right- 
of-way through five area 
cities goes a step further. 

It also stipulates that the 
railroad should deed the 
land free of charge to the 
cities or other public agen- 
cies. 

The endorsement, ap- 
proved by the council last 


night, otherwise adopts an_ 


Alameda County resolution 
favoring the abandonment 
for the eventual conversion 
of the nine miles of right- 
of-way to park and recrea- 
tion purposes. 

The county resolution is 
not specific about the sale of 


of-way land, only saying 
that the abandonment 
would allow “‘acquisition for 
public purposes.” 

It is generally believed 
that the railroad company 
would expect some compen- 
sation before giving up title 
to the land, since abandon- 
ment merely means its use 
of the land would come to an 
end. 

The extra stipulation that 
the land should be deeded 
without compensation to 
public agencies was 
suggested by Councilman 
Mike Gleason and accepted 
for inclusion in Councilman 
Lewis Howell’s original mo- 
tion to support the county

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Albany’s weatherman, George Bernard, is 
leaving town, and how that will affect the local 
weather is a forecast no one wants to make. 

George has been around for a long time — 
almost as long as weather records, some of which 
he personally recorded. Among his fondest recol- 
lections are his school days at Marin Elementary, 
in the Class of 1918. He might have been consi- 
dered a pre-meterological student at that time. 
Certainly he wasn’t making the forecasts then. 
And years later he was working as an accountant 
at Cavalier’s, a San Francisco brokerage firm, 
when the stockmarket crash of 1929 sent the 
country into an economic tailspin. George didn’t 
forecast that one, either. 

But it didn’t faze him. He married Marion 
Tobin about the time the depression hit rock- 
bottom, and the couple bought a home at 1028 
Pomona where they were to raise three children. 
It was during this period that the irrepressi- 
ble optimist began seriously expanding his com- 
mercial, civic, scientific, and social horizons. An 
early proponent of diversification, he founded his 
own accounting firm (“It’s a living’), and went into 
commercial printing (‘‘Presses fascinated me; I 
decided to build one, and after we had it all set up, I 
figured we had better put it to some use’”’). 


He also was named the first chairman of the 
Albany Library Board, and he made two unsuc- 
cessful bids for other public offices. 

“Lost out on the city-treasurer race one 
time,” George grinned, ‘‘but in the city council 
campaign I got edged out by only 17 votes. That 
was a great day. I didn’t think, when I filed for 
that office, that I’d get 17 votes. Never ran again. 
Thought it wasn’t smart to press my luck.- 

“You can’t call all the shots. It’s like predict- 
ing the weather. You’re lucky when you hit it. 
Weathermen must be lucky in love.” 

George’s record of hits, however, puts quite a 
strain on the mathematics of chance. ‘“‘I’ve 
studied the subject some’’, he admitted when 
pressed, “‘but it still takes luck. In fact, the whole 
weather project started by accident. 

““My son, Ed, gave me a rain gauge in 1966, 
and I began keeping precipitation records. One 
thing led to another. I bought a barometer a year 
later and tried doing a little local forecasting. You 
might call it skylarking. But I guess I’ve had my 
share of hits, and I’ve had some pretty good 
misses, too. I didn’t, think we’d have two years of 
drought, for instance — but here we are in the 
middle of a 24-month dry spell. 

“However, I’m betting that we don’t get a 
third dry year. The odds against it are tooheavy.”’ 

And odds are something few people care to 
argue with Geroge. His luck at Golden Gate 
Fields consistently has topped his performance in 
the weather department, and his “Reno Win” 
beats both. Last year he was honored at a Nevada 
Club as “‘The man who has been a winner in 34 of

“commonality”, etc.), was 
used so that the participants 
could crystallize their ideas 
rather than spend their time 
jumping from one subject to 
another. 


Admittedly, it was a little 
hard to fit our ideas into its 
stilted language! The point 
is, we, just ordinary hard- 
working citizens of Albany 
(no, we did not bodily throw 
out the odd visitor from 
other communities), got to- 
gether to get to know each 
other and think of ways to 
make Albany even better 
(we already like it or we 
would not be living here). 
The word ‘‘crimes’’ was 
never used. My son (age 10) 
attended the children’s 
workshop, had a wonderful 
time and felt very important 
having participated in 
community affairs, which I 
thought was a good lesson in 
how a democracy works. 


Am I a communist, a re- 
volutionary or a radical be- 
cause I want to participate 
and work for this commun- 
ity? Then I am really a sin- 
ner against any moderate 
political outlook, for I am 
also a member of the Hous- 
ing and Community De- 
velopment Committee. 

The recall supporters 
seem to want to make the 
phrase ‘‘people-oriented”’ 
somehow suspect — as if it 
had communist connota- 
tions. Why? Do not the 
people of Albany — all us 
citizens living here — havea 
right to participate in our 
community affairs? 

No, Mr. Collier, the over- 
riding theme at the town 
meeting was not socialism 
and had nothing to do with 
Carl Marx’ philosophy. The 
spirit of the town meeting 
dated back to Athens, the 
cradle of democracy, And 
democracy is the foundation 
of the U.S. Constitution!

The recall group has 
made a number of vague 
and emotional charges 
against Jackson, Gleason 
and Griffin. One of these 
charges is that “they are 
immature.” Can such a 
“fuzzy statement”’ by given 
any substance by an exami- 
nation of the record? 

Was it immature to vote 
for a 15 cent tax increase on 
admissions to the race track 
(over the objections of two 
former ‘‘mature’’ council 
men) thereby reducing the 
tax burden on the property 
owner? 

Was it immature to ap- 
prove a new viable water- 
front master plan and vig- 
orously seek state legisla- 
tion which would allow the 
development of this plan? 

Was it immature to ap- 
point the Committee on 
Aging and give approval to 
the ‘‘meals on wheels’’ 
program, the daily suppers 
at the senior citizens center 
and to give first priority to 
the needs of senior citizens? 

Was it immature to use 
state and federal funds for 
the purchase of the Middle 
School Park and for major 
renovation of Memorial and 
Terrace Parks? (It is im- 
portant to note that these 
three council members 
have given more support to 
improvement of parks and 
play areas than any council 
during the past 20 years.) 

Was it immature to vote 
for the federal Housing and 
Community Development 
Program so that senior citi- 
zens and other low income 
families can repair and re- 
novate their homes, thereby 
maintaining the single 
home character of Albany? 

Was it immature to im- 
plement the mutual aid fire 
protection pact with El Cer- 
rito and Berkeley which 
significantly increased the 
city’s fire protection? 

Was it immature to im- 
prove ambulance service 
through an incentive prog- 
ram that resulted in now 
having nine (as against 
none previously) firemen 
qualified as Emergency 
Medical Technicians giving 
Albany the highest rating in 
Alameda County? 

Was it immature of these 
three to “bite the bullet’ 
and accept the resignation 
of the city administrator, 
convinced that such a move 
was in the best interest of 
the city but also fully aware 
that this action could acti- 
vate the threatened recall 
effort? 

These are only a few of the

In one of the opening 
statements of the campaign 
which seated Mike Gleason 
and Patrick Griffin on the 
Albany City Council, both, 
according to the Daily Cal. 
(Feb. 26, 1974), contended 
that the incumbents were 
“too business oriented’’. 
They charged the incum- 
bents, Joe Caralvero, Lou 
Howell and Hubert ‘‘Red’’ 
Call with ‘lack: of respon- 
siveness to the citizens’. 
There is a question as to 
whether they meant to in- 
clude Dick Clark. 

It is time Gleason and 
Griffin, and Joyce Jackson 
as their supporter, define 
for the record, their defini- 
tion of citizen, as they con- 
tinually use that term along 
with the term ‘‘people’’ in 
their comments concerning 
their new principles and di- 
rections. 

In the first charge they, 
Gleason and Griffin, failed 
to acknowledge that the in- 
cumbents, other than Clark, 
were businessmen, (Lou 
Howell was the only one 
whose business interests 
were outside of Albany:

OAKLAND — Malcom K. 
Carter of Lafayette has 
been named as manager of 
the newly formed Employee 
Relations Department of 
East Bay Municipal Utility 
District. 

The new department con- 
solidates into one office the 
variety of functions relating 
to employment with the util- 
ity district, including the re- 
sponsibilities for labor rela- 
tions, safety and training, 
personnel, employee ser- 
vices and affirmative ac- 
tion. 

The reorganization is in- 
tended to improve the coor- 
dination of the personnel 
functions that were previ- 
ously handled by three 
separate offices. 

Carter has held various 
positions with EBMUD 
since 1966, most recently as 
manager of the Industrial 
Relations Department with 
the responsibility for 
negotiations with employee 
organizations and for safety 
and training. 
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to the City of Albany 
through Interstate General 
Corporation as a campaign 
issue. The Daily Cal. (Feb. 
26, 1974) pointed out that the 
city council conditionally 
pppraved Interstate Gener- 
al’s plan for the con- 
dominiums provided the 
corporation used $600,000 of 
its own funds to buy land and 
turn it over to the city for a 
park. This is a highly ques- 
tionable statement but it 
was used to support 
Gleason’s and Griffin’s 
campaign. 


This issue was emotional 
rather than informed be- 
cause it is and has been the 
practice of land speculators 
to sell land in their posses- 
sion or control for as much 
money as the buyer is wil- 
ling to part with. ‘*Red’’ Call 
had plans for the land he 
owned for an apartment 
house. This land Interstate 
General was willing to buy 
for $258,000. ‘‘Red’’ Call was 
not committing a crime in 
Re St pels price and the 
city of Albany was not out a 
single dime. There can be no 
question that either Gleason 
or Griffin, if faced with a 
like offer, would have ac- 
cepted, yet they conducted 
their campaign against Call 
as though he had cheated 
the city and committed a 
crime. 


On the second charge, 
even with Mike Gleason’s 23 
years as a resident of Al- 
bany, he shows a lack of 
knowledge of the city of Al- 
bany. For years, the city 
mailed to any resident, on 
request, a copy of the 
weekly agenda — I have re- 
quested and received the 
agenda on many occasions. 
Who does- Griffin and 
Gleason think makes up the 
several committees and 
makes them work? There 
were ‘people’ and ‘‘citi- 


zens” in Albany long betore 
either were using those 
terms to apparently de- 
scribe their supporters as 
opposed to those who did not 
support them.

ence Berkeley Laboratory 
physicists. 

The two LBL scientists, 
Richard Muller and Edward 
Stephenson, are developing 
a method for dating the age 
of rocks and ancient ar- 
tifacts which is more sensi- 
tive than the traditional 
radiocarbon method. By 
using the 88’’ cyclotron at 
LBL in a novel way, Muller 
and Stephenson have shown 
that they can date an older, 
smaller amount of material 
in less time than thé present 
radiocarbon technique. 

Normally, cyclotrons are 
used for studying atomic 
perives the basic building 

locks of nature. They are 
used mainly by physicists as 
research tools for probing 
the secrets of matter. The 
LBL scientists are putting 
the cyclotron to anew use by 
making it an instrument to 
analyze and detect basic 
elements. By analyzing the 
amount of a certain element

New method developed for 
dating ancient materials 


termine its age. 

Both the present 
radiocarbon system rely on 
the principle that there is a 
certain amount of naturally 
occuring radioactivity 
which is mixed with every- 
thing in the environment. 
When an object is taken out 
of the environment, its 
radioactivity starts to de- 
cay. The older the object, 
the less radioactivity it has. 
The traditional system 
measures the remaining 
radioactivity of Carbon 14. 

In both systems, scien- 
tists first turn the material 
into a gas by burning it ina 
sealed atmosphere. 

In the case of radiocarbon 
dating, the rate of decay de- 
termines the age of the ob- 
ject. The system being de- 
veloped by the LBL scien- 
tists determines the number 
of radioactive atoms of a 
particular element which is 
generated as a beam by the 
cyclotron. This beam is 
generated by Passing an 
electrical discharge 
through the gas causing it to 
decompose into ionized 
atoms. A strong electric 
field from the cyclotron ex- 
tracts the ions from the dis- 
charge. It is these ions 
which are accelerated into a 
beam by the cyclotron. 
Then, the beam is extracted 
from the cyclotron. All of 
the ions from the beam are 
filtered out except for Car- 
bon 14 which is passed on 
and counted. 

The advantages of the 
LBL system over the pre- 
sently used one are: much 
less material is required, 
older material can be 
analyzed, and it takes less 
time to perform the 
analysis. Muller sees the 


possibility of determining 


the ages of many small ar- 
cheological fragments such

as bone fragments and | 


manuscripts which would 
not previously be deter- 
mined because of their size. 

The traditional radiocar- 
bon method using Carbon 14 
can date material that is 
between 100 and 40,000 years 
old. The Carbon 14 system 
being developed ny Muller 
and Stephenson will be used 
to date material 40,000 to 
100,000 years old, and by 
using Berrylium 10, mate- 
rial from 10 million to 30 
million years old. Isotopes 
of hydrogen obtained from 
the electrolysis of water can 
be used to date material 
from 10 to 160 years old. 

The traditional Carbon.14 
dating system requires one 
to ten grams of material to 
determine an accurate date. 
In contrast, the new system 
requires only one to 100 mil- 
ligrams of material. 

Samples analyzed with 
the LBL cyclotron will be 
compared with samples 
analyzed at other univer- 
sities by the traditional 
radiocarbon method to test 
the accuracy of the new sys- 
tem. Once the accuracy of 
the new system is firmly 
established, scientists will 
havea new tool to unlock the 
past. 

Early results of this new 
research were recently pub- 
lished in the April 29 issue of 
Science magazine. Re- 
search and development of 
this new dating technique is 
being funded by a. grant 
from the Energy Research 
and Development Ad- 
ministration. Lawrence 
Berkeley Laboratory is op- 
erated by the University of 
California under contract 
with the Energy Research 
and Development Ad- 
ministration.

SACRAMENTO —

5-Jan. 22. Dates in the 
northeast will follow the 
Oregon framework which 
was adopted Aug. 19. 

Goose season dates for the 
various areas will coincide 
with those set for ducks ex- 
cept for the Colorado River 
area, where the split season 
will be from Oct. 1-Nov. 13 
and Dec. 5-Jan. 1. é 

At the Wister Unit of the 
Imperial Wildlife Area the 
season for Canada geese is 
Oct, 22-Jan. 1, one per day, 
two in possession.

Experiments 
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a

The phone rings at an unexpected time and before 
you answer it, you know beyond a doubt who is calling. 
You dream of a childhood friend whom you have not 
seen for years, and shortly thereafter you have a 
chance meeting with that friend. You take a trip to a 
place where you have never been before, yet it all 
seems familiar. 

The thought goes through your mind that possibly 
you are psychic, or at least endowed with extra sensory 
perception (ESP) in goodly amounts. 

_Almost everyone has these experiences at one time 
or another, yet few people speak of them. They fear 
being considered ‘‘weird,” or at best, having made up 
the stories to entertain their friends. 

There’s nothing weird about it, according to parap- 
sychologist Jeffrey Mishlove, who claims every healthy 
person has psychic abilities to some degree. 

These abilities, he says, are usually keener in 
childhood and become dulled with growing up. He be- 
lieves people can be trained to use their ESP and PK 
(precognition), and to that end, he will be teaching an 
eight week course Meonee the University of California 
Extension in Berkeley this summer, “Parapsychology 
and ESP Learning,” July 11-Sept. 2. 

Mishlove is the author of ‘‘Roots of Consciousness: 
Psychic Liberation Through History, Science, and Ex- 
perience,” (Random House /Bookwork Book, $9.95). He 
will receive his doctorate in parapsychology from the 
University of California at Berkeley in December. 

Mishlove created his own interdisciplinary doctoral 
major in parasychology and is the first student here, or 
at any accredited University in the United States, to 
earn a doctorate in parapsychology. : 

He has taught courses and led programs in psychic 
exploration at a number of colleges and universities, 
produced more than 300 radio programs, and is cur- 
rently focusing on development and application of 
psychic abilities. 

Mishlove recalls that as a child he had psychic ex- 
periences. ‘‘I was really struck by an experience I had 
when I was 10. I was sitting alone in my parents’ bed- 
room, wondering ‘why am I me?’ The more I thought, 
the more I went into another state of consciousness. 
This was a key experience for me,” he said. 


PARAPSYCHOLOGIST JEFFREY MISHLOVE 
with Dr. Elizabeth Rauscher 


Interested in exploring the consciousness, Mishlove 
learned to do. hypnosis in high school. “I used to give 
my friends post-hypnotic suggestions to do well in 
exams,” he said, ‘‘and it worked.” Mishlove said that 
he also had clairvoyant dreams, as did his mother. 

As an undergraduate, Mishlove majored in 
psychology at the University of Wisconsin in Madison. 


“with ESP: Do all have if? 


Then he came to UC-Berkeley, “because it seemed 
more things were happening here.” He enrolled in the 
school of Criminology and earned his master’s degree. 

“Criminology was an interdisciplinary subject,” he 
said. We were dealing with abnormal behavior and I 
gained experience in abnormal clinical psychology.” 

As for the future, Mishlove says that he would like 
to teach people how to use their own ESP in a reliable, 
healthy, holistic way, and not just spend his time in re- 
search. x 

“It is important that this work get around in a lot 
of places, the results can really help with running this 
space ship earth,” he said. He believes that parap- 
sychology touches every field, that it is interdiscipli- 
nary and this approach should be used to academic to- 

ics. Vie must not get caught in narrow boundaries,” 
e said. 

“T’m in favor of psychic liberation,” Mishlove said. 
“So many: forms are being repressed, but now people 
are beginning to talk more about what’s on their minds. 

“Parapsychology bridges the generation gap, I 
hear from and work with teenagers to the elderly. More 
young people are interested now. Women are more wil- 
ling to talk about their psychic experiences, but they 
have no special inner talent as compared/to men. 
Psychic ability is a human birthright.” 

Scientists, particularly physicists, are becoming in- 
creasingly interested in parapsychology, according to 
Mishlove. Substantiating Mishlove’s statement, was 
Elizabeth Rauscher, physicist, and a research as- 
sociate at Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory. 

As a research associate physicist at Lawrence Ber- 
keley Laboratory, Dr. Rauscher specializes in astro- 
physics and nuclear structure. She also has been a pro- 
fessor of parapsychology for many years, specializing 
in, “remote viewing” for the past three years. Dr. 
Rauscher is the author of some 30 publications dealing 
with physics, and an equal number related to parap- 
sychology. She has conducted numerous workshops, Is 
a noted lecturer and has had numerous radio and tele- 
vision programs. 

Dr. Rauscher has taught at both UC-Berkeley and 
Stanford University, as a professor of physics and the 
Philosophy of Science. She is interested in training 
people in ESP, particularly to separate the psychic 
from impressions and imagination.
